Bundestag deputy speaker concerned . 
at violation of democratic values

One of this country’s warmest 
friends in West German political 
life, Deputy Bundestag Speaker 
Anne-Marie Renger. yesterday 
chided Israel, albeit in the gentlest 
of terms, for its responses to the 
violence in the administered territo- 
Ties. She was speaking at a lunch in 
her honour in the Knesset. 

“Our concern for the situation 
stems from our apprehension over 
the violation of democratic values 
which have developed in Israel over 
the years,” Renger told her host, 
Deputy Speaker Dov Ben-Meir. 
She is visiting Israel at the head of a 
delegation of 20 Bundestag mem- 
bers, the largest parliamentary dele- 
gation from any Western country 
ever to come here, 

Renger said the delegation had 
come to express its admiration for 
Israel in its 40th year of 
independence. 

She said that while only a smail 
minority of her fellow-Germans 
were anti-Semitic, that phenome- 
non constituted a reality of life 
which must not be ignored, 

Ben-Meir welcomed the delega- 
tion from the rostrum later, when 
the plenum session opened. He re- 
called that in March this year, at the 
height of the intifada, amid the 
“general condemnation accorded to 
Israel by other Western parlia- 
ments, the support voiced for Israel 
by all four parties in the Bundestag

Hercules is also worried about 
safeguarding key trade secrets such 
as its formula for tough. ultralight 
“graphite composite" material. Fhe 
National Security Agency, which 
monitors for electronic espionage, 
has promised to safeguard Hercules” 
computers and communications net- 
work against Soviet snooping. offi- 
cials say.

1 * LOVING GARLIC seems to run 
ii families. According to a study 
conducted at Queens University in 
Beifast, mother rats seem to teach 
their babies what food to eat while 
they are still in the womb. Peter 

pper, a researcher, found that 
Gaby rats acquired a taste for garlic 
if their mothers ate it during preg- 
nancy. The prenatal learning may be 
vital in ensuring the young rat's sur- 
vival by teaching it to eat safe food. 
According to a report in a recent 
New Scientist, Hepper fed garlic to 
acre rats during the last week of 
their pregnancies. By the age of 12 
days, their babies showed a definite 
preference for garlic over onions, 
while the offspring of mothers who 
had not eaten garlic showed no such 
ference. 
“To rule out the possibility that it 


was their mother’s garlic smell to 
which they were attracted, Hepper 
fostered some of the babies with 
other females who had not eaten 


garlic duriag pregnancy. The babies . 


still preferred garlic if their own 
mothers had eaten it while they 
were in the uterus. He concluded 
that the fetus can experience smells 
in the womb if the chemicals dis- 
solve in the blood and cross the pla- 
centa. 


A TINY WORM called a nema- 
tode that livesin the soil is lowering 
the wheat yield in the northern Ne- 
gev. Researchers at the Volcani In- 
stitute at Beit Dagan have found 
that encasing wheat seeds with 
worm-killing insecticides is effective 
in reducing the damage. The prob- 
lem is especially serious in areas 
where wheat is grown every year on 
the same plot of land. The nema- 
tode is nourished by the wheat roots 
and prevents the plant from absorb- 
ing and water from the soil. 
Since water is especiaily scarce in 
the Negev, the effect of the worms 
there is significant. 

Disinfecting the soil with chemi- 
cal agents is very expensive, and 
leaving the land fallow for a few 
years is a waste. Experiments on 
fighting the worms have been con- 
ducted at Kibbut Sa’ad by Dr. Dan- 
iel Orion of the Volcani Institute. 
When the seeds are “frosted” with 
insecticide, 90 per cent of the nema- 
todes.were killed, and yeu was in- 


worth $15 to $25. 

According to the institute, Dr. 
Orion's technique promises a return 
to profitability for wheat farmers in 
the Negev who have suffered con- 
siderable iosses in recent years.

Ttis ironic that -- if only some of the rumours that circulated during 
the negotiations that preceeded Klein's signing a three-year contract 
for the job are credible — then the final outcome was actually contrary |

The choice was 
narrowing down to either Moshe Weincrantz (then of Hapoel Tel 
Aviv) or Zvi Sherf (who had guided Maccabi for four straight years 
before moving over to Elitzur Netanya). Strong feelings were ex- 
pressed for and against both candidates. The end result, reportedly, 
was that it appeared to be impossible to choose between them without 
causing bitter strife inside the Maccabi management committee. 

Klein suddenly began to make more and more demands on the IBA 
with regard to upgrading the extent of his responsibilities. Talk began 
to circulate that what he actually wanted was to return to Maccabi.

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Ending the intifada 


SUPPOSE that the bloody Palestinian disturbances were end- 
ed with the application of such measures of military repression 
as settler leaders in the territories and some right-wing politi- 
cians are clamouring for. Would that truly be the end of the 
uprising and bring restoration of pre-intifada normality ? 

Not very likely. The residue of Palestinian hate which such a 
victory by the Israel Defence Forces over Palestinian stone and 
firebomb throwers would leave in its wake, could make Judea, 
Samaria and Gaza into areas of far worse danger than they are 
now. Whatever lingering hope for progress towards an Arab- 
Israel peace may now still be detected, would vanish with the 
final disappearance of even a trace of Palestinian moderation, 
and the assumed victory might turn out to be but a prelude to 
renewed, fully fledged war. 

The damage that would be caused to Israe]-American rela- 
tions as a result of inevitably brutal disregard of what the 
Americans, at least, call human rights, is easy to imagine. Ona 
visit here a fortnight ago, the U.S. assistant secretary of state 
for human rights. Richard Schifter, already warmed of the 
negative effect that even Israel's present actions might sooner 
or later have on America’s extensive aid programme. 

Such prospects do not deter the clenched fisters from press- 
ing for adoption of their programme; and an escalation of their 
campaign for a quick end to the uprising seems in fact to have 
been timed for the start of the defence minister's visit to 
Washington this week. 

On Sunday, Ariel Sharon again complained to the cabinet of 
what he described as the inordinate mildness of Yitzhak 
Rabin’s policies, and he again urged mass deportations and 
demolition of the houses of Arab rioters, whether convicted or 
suspected. Yet Mr. Sharon's own recipe was mild compared to 
that of the Council of Jewish Settlements in the territories, 
which they presented the same day to the sympathetic justice 
minister, Avraham Sharir, and which they laid before the 
premier. Yitzhak Shamir, yesterday. 

These demands from the radical right may, of course, be 
more help than harm to Mr. Rabin. They should make it easier 
for him to convince the Americans that his own “force, might 
and beatings” policy, badly expressed though it might have 
been. is liberality itself in the context and deserves U.S. 
support. 

The trouble with Mr. Rabin’s own prescription is that it, 
too, is inadequate for his declared objective. Only ἃ month ago 
the defence minister thought that the various measures he had 
himself introduced were showing in a constant ebbing away of 
Palestinian violence. and that the end of it was in sight. Thus 
when his critics point to the failure of Mr. Rabin’s prognosis, 
they have a point. And the more violent the uprising becomes, 
the more severe will become the reaction, even if that outstrips 
intentions. 

The commonly held political formulae also seem unable to 
address the situation. The défence minister accepts that a 
political policy based on clinging to the status quo, like that of 
the Likud, is a non-starter. But be has no better alternative for 
it than his party's now proven non-starter, the Jordanian 
option. Some better political concepts need to be devised if the 
intifada is not to develop, inevitably, into a truly vicious cycle 
that neither the Palestinians nor Israel can afford. 


Koor faces realities 


“IDEOLOGY alone will not do, someone must pay for it.” 
With that bitingly apt comment Koor’s newly appointed man- 
aging director. Benny Gaon, yesterday presented the 1987 
profit-and-loss statement of Israel's largest industrial conglom- 
eraie. “A statement of catastrophe,” he termed it. 

Mr. Gaon is not personally to blame for that catastrophe. 
When he was invited, but a few weeks ago, to take the 
company over, it was already obvious that Koor was deep, very 
deep. in the dumps, and that Mr. Gaon’s brief was to save it 
from total collapse. But it was only yesterday that the full 
extent of his challenge was revealed. Last year Koor had 
incurred its biggest loss ever, a whopping amount of a quarter 
of a billion dollars. 

Koor's disappearance would be a terrible blow for not only 
Hevrat Ha’Ovdim of which it is a part, but for the entire 
economy. Yet it is not unthinkable, and nothisg short of 
Koor’s complete restructuring will prevent it. That, Mr. Gaon 
made clear, is the order of the day. As a holding company, 
Koor's watchword will from now on be decentralization not 
centralization, and the emphasis will be less on production and 
more on marketing. Koor will still expect to create and keep 
jobs, but only by making the profits that justify them. 

In other words, subsidiary companies of Koor that do not 
make the grade will be closed down. Jn past prosperous times, 
Koor bought industrial peace at the expense of its equity. In 
the long run this triggered failure, and bred industrial warfare. 
Such self-destructive practices will no longer be permitted. On 
the basis of that commitment, Koor has already obtained the 
backing of Hevrat Ha’Ovdim, and of commercial banks here 
and abroad to which it is one billion dollars in debt. 

The salvation of Koor will not be secured overnight. Mr. 
Gaon’s battle-pian envisages a $100 million loss next year, πὸ 
loss in 1990 and a profit in 1991. When it, hopefully, emerges 
from this self-inflicted ordeal, the company should be distinct- 
ly leaner but infinitely more viable than it is today. It could 
even serve as an example to other sectors of the economy of 
the way to overcome the blight of unnatural bigness,
